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The  Story  of  Mining  Agent  Sam  Hill  by  Dr.  Wallace 
Lee 

In  the  March/April,  issue  there  was  a short  story 
on  page  3 about  a Sam  Hill  of  Marshall,  Michigan 
that  was  a surveyor.  I am  writing  a book  about  the 
currency  of  Michigan:  Obsolete  Bank  & Scrip  Notes 
as  well  as  National  Bank  Notes  of  Michigan,  to  be 
released  in  2003.  I have  researched  the  mining 
companies  of  the  U.P.  & specifically  the 
Pennsylvania  Mining  Co . % also  the  Delaware  Mining 
co.  Each  of  them,  had  the  same  agent,  Sam  W.  Hill 
in  1847.  This  Sam  hill  may  be  a different  man  than 
the  Marshall  Sam  hill  that  was  a surveyor  mentioned 
in  the  earlier  article,  but  the  mining  agent  of  the 
U.P.  was  known  as  the  swearingest  man  alive  and 
thus  the  saying ...  what  the  Sam  Hill? 

A brief  story  about  these  two  mines  if  found 
very  interesting.  The  Pennsylvania  was  organized 
Nov.  4,  1861  and  in  1876  became  part  of  the 
Delaware  Copper  Mining  Co.  with  a capital  of 
$500,000.  The  Pennsylvania  Mining  Co.  had  its 
start  as  the  Northwest  Copper  Mining  Association  in 
1847.  It  was  re-organized  in  1849  as  the  Northwest 
mining  Co.  And  they  opened  the  Stoughtenburgh, 
hogan  & Kelly  Mines.  They  made  $98,819  in  the  years 
1849-1851,  but  spend  $172,183.  In  1861  this  mine 
was  re-organized  as  the  Pennsylvania  mining  co.  of 
michigan  at  a new  village  named  Wyoming  near  the 
Montreal  river.  They  opened  up  the  Eagle,  Branch  & 
Trotter  veins  and  spent  a lot  more  money  on  a new 
hoist  house,  pump  house  and  stamp  mill.  In  1863 
The  Delaware  Mining  Co,  was  organized  in 
conjunction  with  the  Pennsylvania  Co.  In  1880  it 
became  the  Conglomerate  Mining  co.  and  a railroad 
was  built  from  the  Delaware  to  Lac  LaBelle  where  a 
new  stamp  mill  was  built.  In  1881  o9wnership  passed 
to  the  Lac  LaBelle  mining  co. 

Expenses  always  exceeded  income  in  this  series 
of  name  changes  so  this  mine  finally  failed  and  was 
a loss  to  investors  despite  producing  many  tons  of 
copper  from  1847-1887.  See  the  illustrations  for 
two  examples  of  notes  with  San  Hill's  signature. 
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1882  S20  Gold  Certificates  and  Patent  Lettering

The  earliest  $20  Gold  Certificate  that  is  usually  obtainable  is  of 
the  pictured  note.  It  is  a Friedberg  1178  with  the  Lyons-Roberts 
Treasury  signatures  and  a small  red,  scalloped  Treasury  seal.  There 
are  other  varieties  within  this  major  design  but  they  are  much  rarer. 

The  rarer  Friedberg  numbers  have  different  Treasury  signatures, 

Treasury  seals  and/or  countersigned  by  an  Assistant  Treasurer. 

All  collectible  large  size  Gold  Certificates  have  orange  backs 
to  designate  their  ability  to  be  paid  in  gold  coin,  in  high  grade 
notes  with  good  color,  these  orange  backs  are  quite  impressive. 

The  vignette  is  of  President  James  Garfield,  the  second  President 
to  be  assassinated.  He  was  assassinated  in  1881  after  only  being  in 
office  for  seven  months.  Garfield  was  memoralized  by  putting  his 
portrait  on  Series  of  1882  $20  Gold  Certificates  and  Series  of  1882  $5 
National  Bank  Notes  with  brown  seals  and  brown  backs. 

As  I looked  at  this  note,  I noticed  that  the  "GOLD  COIN"  engraved 
lettering  on  the  face  used  a letter  styling  the  Bureau  of  Engraving 
and  Printing  referred  to  as  "Patent  Lettering".  I had  only  noticed  this 
style  on  early  Series  of  1882  $5  Brown  Backs.  $5  Brown  Backs  show  the 
most  variety  and  artistry  of  all  nationals  by  a long  shot  and  usually 
within  $5  Brown  Backs  the  earlier  designed  ones  are  more  artistic  than 
the  later  designed  ones. 

I perused  the  Friedberg  catalog  and  found  a few  paper  money  design 
types  that  used  similar  letter  styling  but  not  the  exact  lettering 
styling  as  found  on  the  Series  of  1882  $20  Gold  Certificate.  Most 
notably  were  the  1878  and  1880  $10  and  $20  Silver  Certificates. 

The  discussed  lettering  style  on  the  1882  $20  Gold  Certificates 
matches  exactly  the  style  found  on  the  $5  Brown  Backs  for  The  First 
National  Bank  of  Denton,  Texas  with  a plate  date  of  November  9,  1882. 

An  approved  proof  from  the  Smithsonian  archives  and  dated  November  23, 
1882  shows  this  similarity  between  the  "GOLD  COIN"  and  "DENTON"  engraved 
letters  with  the  style  known  as  "Patent  Lettering."
